Inasmuch as the cows can sub- 
sist in the fields upon the grass 
from spring until fall, the hogs can 
live and fatten upon the mast near- 
ly all the winter, or leastwise up 
to Christmas, consequently, it ia 
:6 important, and more bo, 
to impound the '-hooking-briitca" 
as it is the "rooting- brutes," for it 
doesn't take any more to feed a 
cow than it does to feed a hog — 
only requires a larger pen for one 
than it docs the other. The cov 
consumes about SU.OO worth of for 
age during a period of six monthi 
in the year, which is £24.00, ant 
there is practically no expense to 
keep them seal fat the remaining 
part of the seasons. Take your 
hog, put it into the pen, feed it 
you do your cow when the heg can 
find nothing outside to eat, which 
is nine months in the year, keep a 
correct diary of what you feed it 
and compute what the hog bas cost 
you. Experience has heei 

i, in keeping a hog in the pen, 
that it takes $3.1)0 per month to 
administer to it proper treatment. 
Now, we rind that the cow has cost 
uer £24.G0 per year, while 
the hog squcels at §27.00 a year. 
But suffice to say that there are 
very few cows and hogs that get 
this amount of food within the 
space of twelve months. 

The writer is not in favor of im- 
pounding either the cows or the 
hogs, but if one brute is penned, 
pen all, and let the harden distrib- 
ute upon all concerned alike. 

Such an ordinance, if the swine 
shall be kept up next year, would 
be much more enlightening to tin 
mothers of little children than tin 
hog prohibition law is to them.

Washington Letter. 

Washington, D. C, Nov. 12, 95, 
— Really reform has run so wide a 
sway in our country that it is be- 
coming a serious matter for one to 
write, yea, or even whisper to his 
nearby neighbor a word derogatory 
of tho civil service commission or 
the laws enacted by which it was 
to have been guidad. But be that 
as it may, it is my purpose to show 
to your readers what a splendid 
machine for the office holder this 
civil service reform is and how ea- 
sy it is to get under its protecting 
wing if one only has the right po- 
litical pull. 

In a speech delivered by lion. 
Washington Ilesing, post-masier of 
Chicago, on the civil service reform 
he declares, without if, or but, in 
favor of placing all post-masters, 
including the one at Chicago, un- 
der civil service. He goes even 
beyond this, for he would include 
in the office-ior-life brigade all 
Federal officials, except tho Presi- 
dent, bis Cabinet and, perhaps, a 
few Other officials whom, for spe- 
cial reasons, it might be best should 
bow in complete sympathy with 
the head of the Government. 

As probably, few of your read- 
ers are aware what a splendid ma- 
chine for tbe office holder this civil 
service reform is, let them, read the 
following paragraph from Mr. lies- 
bag's testimonial: 

"Civil service makes good citi- 
zens: it brings home tbe realizing 
sense of responsibility of tho duties 
of tbe same; it teaches the individ- 
ual to be active, to he on the alert, 
to be conscientious, to he ambitious 
and, above all, to be honest; it im- 
presses tbe individual fully with 
tbe importance of his position; it 
instills iuto Jura rules of discipline, 
it broadens his intellect, it widens 
his scope of observation, and at tho 
same time makes him mindful of 
the great duties with winch he is 
interested." 

It'tones up the whole system of 
the office holder and makes him 
feel like a new man, and, in short, 
mikes his life seem to him worth 
living. 

So healthful is this machine that, 
an effort is now making to bring 
the chiefs of divisions of the sever- 
al departments of the Government 
into tbe classified service. And so 
it goes on and will go on until the 
American people rise in their might 
and stamp it out of existence. 

It is an English system, pure and 
simple. Mr. Lincoln once said in 
substance, if not in so many words, 
that, "You can fool some of the 
people all the time, all of the peo- 
ple sometimes, but yon can not fool 
all the people all the lime, 
when the people learn that tbe 
boasted civil service reform, hon- 
estly administered, creates a tenure 
of office for life, an aristocracy of 
office holders, they will see that 
they have been duped into a sys- 
tem entirely foreign to our form oi 
Government and that eneres to the 
benefit of the small class of favored 
persons, to the detriment of the 
many not so fortunate in having 
early advantages. Civil service is 
an importation from England, and 
that alone should be- sufficient in 
the estimation of all trim Ameri- 
cans to condemn it. 

We do not want in this country 
to create, classes by law for the 
any portion of our peo- 
ple, and especially in that of oflice. 
holding. The offices, great and 
are the property of the peo- 
ple, and ail men should have an 
equal chance. No out and dried 
'ules should be prescribed by which 
the holding of official positions is 
governed. The principal is not ap- 
plied in the states, and should not 

in tbe Nation as a whole. 
It dots not provide a better class 
of officials, but it does lend to a 
'gard oF law and is used for 
san purposes, both in appoiut- 

lt is no unusual thing for parlies 
seeking positions to be railroaded 
into place and under our constitu- 
tion the heads of departments oar 
not be restrained from making re- 
movals for cause or without it, 
though the intent if not the letter 
of the civil service law is to pre- 
movals without cause. Thus 
the constitution snd tbe law ry e in 
conflict. 

It is about time, the farce was 
brought to a close. If, for no oth- 
ason, civil service requires a 
ie oi bvmiliamy with subjects 
not necessary to the . faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of the position 
the applicant is appointed. This, 
as is well-known, excludes many 
from the possibility of holding office 



who are known to be of superior 
ability in the line in which their 
services are desired. 

It is also contrary to the rules 
that obtain universally, in private 
affairs and even in tbe business of 
great corporations. In these lines, 
embracing all the great interests of 
production, manufactures and com- 
merce, the affairs of the world are 
conducted without the assistance, 
at large salaries, of civil service 
boards. Are these great affairs 
less intricate and important than 
holding subordinate positions in 
the Government service? 

Besides the great and fundamen- 
tal principals of the Government 
have to be maintained and enforc- 
ed by patty organizations. These 
are expensive and require great en- 
ergy and rmieh ability to perfect 
and perpetuate, and those who de- 
vote their time and money to them 
should be at least eligible to the 
honors and emoluments of office if 
their fellow-citizens desire it. 

But under civil service these 
perrpaisitics of party success are 
more likely to go to mugwumps or 
beardless youths, who take no in- 
terest in Governmental affairs, and 
who probably do not vote.
